1) A method for isolating a polypeptide of interest comprising: 

a) contacting a modified fluorescein arsenical helix binder (FlAsH) compound, which has 
been modified by acylation with an amino acid, said modified FlAsH compound, immobilized on 
a solid support selected from the group consisting of agarose, polyacrylamide, glass, ceramics, 
natural or synthetic polymeric materials, beads, cover slips, paper, metals metalloids, 
polacryloylniorpholiue, poiyamide, poiy(tetrafiuoroethyiene), polyethylene, polypropylene, 
poly(4-methylbutene), polystyrene, latex, polymethacrylate, poly(ethylene terephthalate), rayon, 
nylon, poly(vinyl butyrate), polyvinylidene difluoride (PVDF), silicones, polyformaldehyde, 
cellulose, cellulose acetate, nitrocellulose and controlled-pore glass, aerogels and affinity 
exchange resins , with a solution containing a polypeptide of interest, which has been modified to 
contain a FlAsH target sequence motif, under conditions that bind the polypeptide to the 
immobilized FlAsH compound; 

b) eluting the polypepfide of interest from the immobilized FlAsH compound; and 

c) recovering the polypeptide of interest. 

3) The method of claim 1 wherein the modification is by acylation with P-alanine. 

12) The method of claim 11, wherein said solution is obtained from a cell or cell free solution 
obtained from the group consisting of a plant, a prokaryote, and a eukaryote.
